consin's LaFollcttc brothers are re- 
garded as the most acceptable left 
wing candidates when the left wing- 
ers ultimately organize the national 
third party about which they have 
been orating for decades. Observ- 
ers of Wisconsin politics contem- 
plate with satisfaction the possi- 
bility that fate has in store such 
ironic twist in the careers of two of 
the three most prominent pubhc 
figures in the state, a LaFollette 
opposing Glenn Frank for the pics- 
idency of the United States. 


One Would Retreat 


Which of the LaFollette would be 


chosen, when the time comes, if 
ever, doesn't seem to matter much 
to their liberal supporters.

them vill retreat in favor of the 
other. 


In the meantime many persons 


close to state political trends hold 
out the probability of Glenn Frank 
opposing Governor Philip, whom 
Frank holds responsible 
for 
his 


ouster from the well-paid, comfort- 
able position as university presi- 
dent, in a campaign much closer 
to Wisconsin homes and firesides 
for the governorship for instance. 


That possibility had been suggest- 
ed ever since last January when 
Progressive regents on short notice 
removed Frank from university ad- 
ministration hall. 


Chose To Stay In State 


As has been pointed out frequent- 


ly, it gains credence from the fact 
that Dr. Frank after losing his job 
chose to remain in Wisconsin, and 
purchased a palatial residence hard 
by the old LaFollette homestead in 
the capital city. 


For those to whom politics is oc- 


casionally humorous in its implica- 
tions, the picture of LaFollette and 
Frank in bitterly hostile political 
camps provokes a smile. For Mr. 
Frank has been hailed by the Re- 
publican party heads as one of the 
outstanding liberals in the nation, 
eminently fitted to reshape party 
policy in the face of national needs. 
But the LaFollettes consider them- 
selves as the standard bearers of 
political liberalism, and supposed- 
ly arranged the 
removal of Dr. 


Frank frcihi his post because of his 
conservatism. 


Only two or three times before 


have Wisconsin men approached 
the national political prominence 
which Dr. Frank and the LaFol- 
lettes have today achieved. The 
elder Senator Robert M. LaFollette. 
of course, was a perennial presi- 
dential candidate, a r-ndidate for 
the Republican nomination in 1912. 
and an independent campaigner in 
1924. 
In 1924 also Wisconsin's Sen- 


ator Irvine L. Lenroot declined the 
Republicans' offer of a nomination 
for the vice presidency at the fam- 
ous Harding national convention.

Naturall} 
the parts of the body which have 
the poorest circulation, are most apl 
to become frostbitten; for instance, 
the ears, nose, hands, and especially 
the feet. Frostbite in other areas is 
rare. 


Vitality Lowered 


"Fatigue and exhaustion are fore- 


most in the predisposing causes of 
frostbite. As a result of fatigue, the 
body vitality is lowered and the 
circulation 'slows up.' Hunger and 
malnutrition, especially vitamin de- 
ficiency, make people more suscep- 
tible to frostbite. On long trips over 
frozen areas, hunger and exhaustion 
also have a secondary effect. They 
dull the mentality; the traveler is 
less vigilant in observing the onset 
of frostbite, and as a result the all- 
important early treatment is de- 
layed. 


"Grease, moisture and high winds 


are also predisposing 
causes 
to 


frostbite. It is a fallacy to 
think 


that grease spread over the body 
will serve as a protection from the 
cold. Clothing is warm only when 
air layers exist between the fibers 
or the layers of clothing act to in- 
sulate the body and prevent loss of 
heat. Woolen clothing is warm for 
this reason, for the meshes of the 
wool form air cells. 


Signs Of Frostbite 


"The following signs should be 


watched for in avoiding frostbite: 


1. A decrease of circulation as 


evidenced by a lack of blanching 
when the skin is pressed with the 
finger. 


2. A loss of heat, causing the af- 


fected part to feel colder than the 
surrounding areas. 


3. A loss of sensation, which is 


extremely dangerous, for the frost- 
bite then continues even- down to

With true respect and profit may the

than the Roman and told of a world saved 
not by man who became god but by 
God who became Man.'' 


Perhaps the comparison is perfected 


when we say that Augustus wore the 
purple and had everything that term im- 
plies while Christ wore rough raiment and 
was crucified.

The great monuments he con- 
structed to his own grandeur were de- 
stroyed by barbarian invaders who had 
been taught that only blood would ap- 
pease blood.

gurated by Chirft flourished, became ex-

A few weeks ago we accompan- 


: ied some nature-loving friends in a 


i hike through a swamp off high- 
way 57 about 12 miles north of 
Green Bay. Before entering 
the 


swamp we walked over a hilly re- 
gion just north of it. These hills 
were evidently part of a cow pas- 
ture, the grass was croppen short 
to the sandy ground. Here and 
there the slopes of the hills were 
dotted with various evergreens, tall 
Norway pines, clumps of the com- 
mon juniper and small stands of 
hemlock. 


All of these evergreens were in 


i the fruiting stage and it was inter- 
esting to note the great variations 
in the size, shape and color of the 
cones of each tree. The cones of 
the Norway were large and ovoid 
in shape. One or two cones nestled 
in each long-needled spray at the 
end of a branch. Although this tree 
is called "Norway pine" it is not 
found in European 
countries and 


the more common name of "red 
pine" is decidedly more appropri- 
ate, both because of its reddish 
bark and the redness of its heart- 
wood. 


The fruit of the juniper is often 


called a berry but it is really a 
cone, as you can see if you exam- 
ine it closely. It requires three years 
for the seeds to mature and you 
will often find the three stages of 
growth on a single tree, or shrub, as 
in Wisconsin the common juniper 
rarely grows to tree form. The 
youngest cones are pale green, the 
two year-old ones, pale blue and 


i the mature fruit dark blue. Many 
birds feast on these cones or ber- 
ries.

Hemlock Is Graceful 


The hemlock is one of our most 


j graceful evergreens with its feath- 
: ery sprays of needles and the small 
, pale brown cones growing at the 


'. tips of thc branches. I have often 
thought that if I couldn't get a 
balsam or spruce for a Christmas | 
tree I would prefer a hemlock, al- j 
though they are more or less scrag-',

Growing near these evergreens 


we found several yew trees, one 


' of our rarer evergreens. The nee-; 
dies are larger than those of the, 
balsam and the hemlork but resem-1 
ble them in their flatness.

' lacks the fragrance of most of our. 


, evergreens but it makes up for this, 


by the beauty of its red ber- \ 
which mature in August.

Noted Evergreen Fern 


In the swamp itself we found 


our two native spruces, thc black 
and the white spruce and the leaf- 
less tamarack. This last tree is oft- 
| en classed with the evergreens al- 
though it loses its needles each fall. I

buds and dark cones give its twist- J 
ed branches i certain grace.

Of the smaller plants in this' 


swamp one of the first ones which 
caught my eye was 
the 
crested 


shield fern, one of the evergreen, 
ferns. I remembered the first time 
I had found this fern, several years 
aso when I was making an inten- 
sive study of th«! ferns of this state. 
I found my first one in a swamp 
near my parent's farm at Pound, in, 
Marinette cour.ty. My sister and 1! 
had always had a "handering" to | 
explore the depths of the swamp { 
but neither of us had rubber boots.; 


We solved the difficulty by going' 


stockingless, with only old sandals 
on our feet. 
We 
explored 
that 


swamp thoroughly, often sinking 
to our knees in the black muck 
but '.vc both Jc^k back on that ox-' 
perience as one of our pleasantest 
hikes, if you can call it hiking to! 
plunge your foct into a mass of wet. • 
decaying swamp peat, pull up the. 
other foot out of a sucking mire., 
and proceed onward. I've forgotten, 
which one of us finished the trip 
barefoot, losing the sandals some- 
where in the middle of the swamp. 


At some later time I shall con- 


tinue this discussion of the inter- 
esting plants found in swamps and 
bogs.

The cooperation re- 
ferred to above was evidenced in 
South's take-out ot this penalty I 
double. Considering that South' 
had a short heart suit and four 
spades, many readers undoubtedly 
will think that South was either 
crazy or hsd received a kick under 
the table. The fact was that South 
was magnificently sane, and that 
he and his partner were completely 
ethical. Let us run over the im- 
plications of the bids. 


It is the three spade double by 


North which, of course, will amaze, 
even outrage, almost every one's 
sensibilities. 
That North should 


have the gall to make a penalty 
double of three spades with his 
fantastic holding probably will be 
too much for flesh and blood to 
stand. 
Yet North's bid, far from 


being insane, wss a stroke of ce- 
nius which depended for fruition 
only upon the proper cooperation | 
from South and, of course, a cer- 
tain amount of gullibility on the 
part of East and West. North knew 
that neither East nor West had 
more than four spades, which left 
South with at least four. South, 
on the other hand (North reason- 
ed\ would be able to figure out 
just as easily that he (North) could 
have no more than one spade. What, 
then, was North doing, doubling a 
less than game contract when the 
opponents" bidding had been such 
that it was clear they would go on 
to game or slam? The answer, ably 
translated by South, was that North 
could not have a penalty double 
of three spades! 
Therefore, 
he 


must be doing something "funny," 
and was undoubtedly relying on 
South to decipher his action. South 
rose to the occasion by taking out 
the double, not because he disliked 
it, but because he liked it all too 
well! The opponents fell squarely 
into the trap. West, of course, had 
a splendid double of four diamonds. 
East's four heart double was evi- 
dence that he had been completely 
misled by the course of bids.

vainly sought information on the 
movements of Chinese troops. 


2. The first attack came without 


warning from two Japanese naval 
planes, which power-dived from an 
altitude of "about 4,000 feet." 


3. The Panay, 
marked 
by two 


horizontal American flags 18 by 14 
feet freshly painted 
on her top 


decks, was subjected to 56 minutes 
of intensive bombing and machine- 
gunning. The commander estimated 
the little ship must have received 
24 direct hits. 


4. Hughes, severely wounded by 


the first bomb explosion, said he 
was informed two small boats bear- 
ing wounded to the river 
bank 


were machine-gunned 
by the at- 


tacking planes. 


5. Lying wounded on the shore 


after his sinking ship had 
been 


abandoned, he heard the rattle of 
machine guns and was 
informed 


that an armed Japanese boat was 
firing on the Panay. 


6. Everyone aboard the gunboat, 


loaded with embassy officials and 
refugees from Nanking, 20 miles 
downstream, "acted with fine cour- 
age and initiative." Three men lost 
their lives. 


Hughes said the Panay was con- 


voying the 
Standard 
Oil 
river 


steamers 
Meiping, 
Meishia, 
and 


Meian, and miscellaneous launches 
and junks. He stressed the precau- 
tions taken to forestall any attack 
due to mistaken identity. 


The oil boats, 
also 
flying the 


American flag, went down with 
the Panay, or were beached. 


Refused Information 


At 9:40 a. m., when the Panay 


was moving upstream 15 miles from 
Nanking, Japanese 
soldiers sig- 


nalled from the bank. The httle 
squadron came to a halt, and Lieu- 
tenant Sheseyo 
Murakami, came 


aboard from 
a 
tender 
carrying 


about 90 heavily armed men. 


He demanded 
to 
know 
their 


movements, Hughes reported, and 
then sought information about Chi- 
nese troops, which 
was refused. 


Hughes also declined an invitation 
to repay the call ashore. 


The first attack came at 1:29 p. 


m., after Hughes said the Panay 
had anchored in 
"a broad open 


space" in the river, where the ships 
were "easily visible." 


"I had no idea whatsoever that 


the planes intended to attack us," 
he reported. 


The first explosion, he related, 


knocked him unconscious for a 
minute or two. When he came to. 
his injury made it impossible for 
him to stand. From the bridge, he 
was helped down to the ship's gal- 
ley, where he could hear the Pan- 
ay's machine guns firing. 


Continuous Bombing 


The crew meanwhile was carry- 


ing on under the direction of Lieu- 
tenant Arthur F. Anders of Vallejo. 
Calif., executive officer, who had 
been shot through the throat. 


"From then on the planes bomb- 


ed us continuously untif about 2:25 
p. m.," Hughes said. "They appear- 
ed to be attacking us in relays of 
two or three each. The first group 
that came over dive bombed from 
a considerable altitude which kept 
them beyond range of our Lewis 
machine guns. 


"Later when the Panay was vis- 


ibly smashed up, they came much 
closer and not only let go their 
bombs from low altitudes o£ per- 
haps one or two hundred feet, but 
also machine gunned 
our decks, 


firing as they came down diving. 
. . . I was inforn-.ed at the time 
that the planes were Japanese navy 
planes identified by their distinc- 
tive red circle." 


About 2:02 p. m.. Hughes said he 


gave the order to abandon ship, un- 


dertaking to get the most seriously 
wounded ashore in the first trips of 
the two small boats available. 


Hid in Reeds 


Over his protests, he said, Hughes 


was placed, face down, in the first 
boat. Ashore, he and others hid in 
tall reeds from possible further at- 
tacks. 


At 2:25 p. m., the planes ceased 


their attacks on the Panay and 
concentrated on the merchant ves- 
sels, two of which had managed to 
reach the beach. With her colors 
still flying, the gunboat s'ank at 
3:54 p. m. 


While the men were hiding in the 


reeds. Hughes said he heard the 
sound of a motor launch, but could 
not say a search was being made 
for survivors. Later, however, he 
said two Japanese planes flew low 
overhead "apparently" looking for 
survivors. 


About 5:15 p. m, J. Hall Paxton, 


second secretary at the embassy, 
left at Hughes' request to try to'get

The result is that 
the birds are concentrated in a few 
small areas, many of them posted 
lands, and the bulk of our farms 
where hunting is allowed produce 
no shooting. 


This concentration of birds is a 


bad thing because it also concen- 
trates hunters in those few good 
areas remaining open and this in 
turn causes too much competition, 
v/ild shooting, broken fences, and 
over-killing. 
The owners soon get 


disgusted with that sort of thing 
and they add their lands to those 
already posted. So the cycle con- 
tinues. 


Must Have More Cover 


There is only one solution — we 


must have much more pheasant 
cover, it will have to be distribut- 
ed more evenly over the country- 
side, and it must be located on 
lands open to hunting; all of which 
is going to cost us pheasant hunt- 
ers some money. 


Say. for instance, we know a 


farmer who has a creek bottom and 
two small swales on his farm. Like 
every other farmer in Wisconsin, 
this man is a dairy farmer and you 
can easily guess that he includes 
that creek bottom and all his other 
untiUable land as pare of his cow 
pasture. 
What wonderful pheas- 


ant cover that creek bottom and 
those swales would make if the cat- 
tle were fenced out. Perhaps if the 
farmer could be made to see the 
need for more pheasant cover he 
would fence those lands. 


We talk convincingly and we are 


good back-slappers; we know this 
farmer is himself a hunter, but can 
we arpue him into fencing off that 
creek bottom and those swales for 
pheasants? Indeed not. That land, 
though untillable. is nevertheless 
worth money as pasture, and it will 
never be pheasant cover until we 
hunters agree to pay its yearly pas- 


i ture value. 
1 So I say again pheasant hunting 


I belongs strictly to hunters — but 
| further development of the sport is 
qoins to cost us money. 
Farmers 


must be paid. Whether we will deal 
with them through our hunting 
clubs or through the conservation 
department remains to be deter- 
mined, but we will have to give our 
farmers a paying proposition.
